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Civilians Asked Not 
To Give Our Enemies 
Military Information 


On battle fronts every 
day men are risking their 
lives to discover the loca- 
tion and strength of the mil- 
itary units of the enemy. 
Yet at home, too many of 
us are presenting the enemy 
with information of the 
same military value, the Of- 
fice of Censorship says in a 
statement. 

This is the information 
which newspapers and indi- 
viduals are asked not to 
tell the enemy: 

Do not tell the names of 
ships upon which gailors 
serve, 

Do not tell the troop units 
in which soldiers serve over- 
seas, 

There is no objection to 
revealing that Pvt. John 
Jones is in Australia or that 
Seaman Tom Brown saw ac- 
tion in the Atlantic, but 
there is military informa- 
tion which endangers the 
lives of American fighting 
men in stating that Private 
John Jones, Company (, 
600th Infantry, is in Austra- 
lia, or Seaman Tom Brown, 
aboard the U. S. S. Wiscon- 
sin, is in the Atlantic. 

The Office of Censorship 
says: ‘We ask editors not 
to publish these troop iden- 
tifications, and we ask par- 
ents and relatives not to re- 
veal them. Don’t give the 
enemy anything that may 
lengthen the war.”

All farmers who need 
farm machinery are  in- 
structed to file their appli- 
cations at either the County 
Agent’s office at Elba or En- 
terprise before January 20. 
After this date the County 
Farm Machinery Rationing 
Committee will meet and is- 
sue purchase certificates, up 
to the quota, for all equip- 
ment for which purchase 
certificates are required. 

Machinery dealers, in the 
county, might receive from 
their distributors certain 
Group II equipment which 
can be sold without pur- 
chase certificates.. For this 
reason farmers are instruct- 
ed to keep in touch with 
their dealers.

JESUS WINNING SOULS 


LESS TEXT—John 4:27-42. 

GOLDEN TEXT—He that reapeth re- 
ceiveth wages, and gathereth fruit unto 
life eternal.—John 4:36, 


Man's need is the same wherever 
and whoever he may be. The Christ 
who met the need of the distin- 
guished religious leader Nicodemus 
did the same for the poor sinful 
woman of Samaria. 

The incident at Jacob's well in 
Sychar took place when Jesus, leav- 
ing Jerusalem because of increas- 
ing hindrance to His work, went up 
to Galilee. Unlike His Jewish breth- 
ren, who detoured around the land 
of the hated ‘“half-breed’ Samari- 
tans, He “must needs go through 
Samaria,"’ for there was a sin-sick 
soul that needed Him. 

Our lesson abounds with instruc- 
tion regarding soul-winning, both in 
principle and in practice. We here 
find Jesus: 

I. Winning a Soul-Winner (vv. 27- 
30), ; 
The faithful and kindly ministry 
of Christ led the woman to faith in 
Him as the Messiah. She left her 
water pot and ran at once into the 
city to share her new-found joy with 
everyone she knew. 

Since the first expression of spirit- 
ual life is testimony, the one who 
brings a sinner to Christ not only 
saves a soul, but also wins a worker 
for Christ. One fears that we often 
assume that winning men to Christ 
is enough. We should expect that 
the new light should shine forth into 
the darkness. 

So we have a two-fold reason for 
soul-winning; saving a soul from 
perdition, and setting a life on fire 
for testimony. It’s a great business. 
Why don't we do more of it? 

II. Instructing Soul-Winners (vv. 
31-38). 

This work of soul-winning requires 
a sustaining grace which this world 
cannot give. Jesus by His own ex- 
ample showed His disciples how that 
strength comes from above. 

He who had seated Himself at the 
well, tired and hungry, to await the 
return of the disciples with food, had 
been refreshed in the doing of the 
Father’s will—in reaching this for- 
lorn woman. “The greatest thing 
that ever occurs in the world is 
the transformation of a human soul, 
and the greatest joy anyone can 
ever have {a tc act as the divine 
agent in bringing about such a 
transformation" (Douglass). 

There is another thing these soul- 
winners needed to Jearn—even as 
we need to learn and re-learn it— 
that the time to win souls is now. 
How prone the human being is to 
procrastinate. Tomorrow—next Sun- 
day—next week, we will speak to 
someone about his spiritual need. 
Next year we will give more liber- 
ally for missions, or for the work 
of soul-winning in our local church. 
But “‘look on the fields.’ Do you 
not see ‘that they are ripe already 
unto harvest’’? 


Again, soul-winners need to re- 
member our Lord's words in verses 
36-38. Not only the reapers receive 
the reward, but also those who sow 
and those who labor in order that 
the harvest may come. The man 
who plows is just as important as 
the one who reaps—perhaps some 
would say more important. Some of 
us who are called to be God's plow- 
men should remember that and be 
encouraged in our labors. 


Like the perfect leader that He 
was, Jesus did not require of His 
disciples what He did not do Him- 
self. So we find Him again in the 
work of evangelism. He practiced 
what He preached. 


Il. Practicing Soul-Winning (vv. 
39-42). 

There is real danger that those of 
us who have a measure of leader- 
ship in the church may be quick te 
tell others what they ought to do— 
and not do it ourselves. This is 
particularly true in this matter of 
soul-winning. One is apt to write, 
preach and teach about it, and then 
neglect to do it. 


The disciples had been wc town 
for bread. One wonders whether 
they had talked to the store-keeper 
about Christ. Have you? 

Jesus did not theorize about it— 
He really sought men for God. The 
testimony of the woman He had won 
sent a host of people out from the 
city. He spoke to them the word of 
life and they believed. 


This was evidently ‘‘group evan- 
gelism"’ as distinguished from the 
“personal evangelism” which won 
the woman. They are both impor- 
tant, and belong together. Some are 
saying that the days of group evan- 
gelism are gone. We doubt that, but 
certainly the days of personal evan- 
gelism are always here. Let us be 
busy about that kind of soul-winning 
—and God may so bless that we will 
have a real revival. Are you ready 
for it? :

Change Is Made In 
Deadline For Official 
Tire Inspections 


We have been advised 
that the Office of Defense 
Transportation has amended 
its general order ODT 21 to 
extend the deadline for in- 
itial inspection for tires 
mounted on commercial mo- 
tor vehicles from January 
15 to February 28, 1948. 

First inspection of tires on 
passenger automobiles for 
which Class “A’’ ration has 
been issued must be made by 
March 81, 1948, and subse- 
quent inspections within ev- 
ery six-month period there- 
after, with inspections at 
least ninety days apart. For 
Class B, C or bulk coupon ra- 
tions first inspections must 
be made by February 28, 
1948. Subsequent inspec- 
tions for Class B must be 
made within every four 
months period thereafter, 
with inspections at least 
sixty days apart. Subsequent 
inspections for Class C or 
Bulk Coupon Rations must 
be made within every three 
months period thereafter, 
with inspections at least 
forty-five days apart.

Auburn, Ala. — Take a 
look at some of the 19438 
Food For Freedom goals: 

Nearly five billion eggs, 
enough to make 308,000 
stacks of egg cases each as 
high as the Washington 
monument. 

Nearly 57 billion quarts 
of milk. With that much 
milk, every bathtub owner 
in the United States could 
take a milk bath five days 
for a year and use ten gal- 
lons each time. 

Thirty and a half million 
cattle and calves for slaugh- 
ter, enough to make a dou- 
ble line around the globe at 
the equator. 

Twenty - four million 
sheep and lambs, for meat 
enough to fill a train with 
its locomotive in Chicago 
and its caboose in New Or- 
leans. 

Close to four billion 
pounds of peanuts, enough 
to fill more than 14,000 tank 
cars with peanut oil. 

Seventeen billion pounds 
of pork and lard, enough to 
fill a procession of boxcars 
reaching from New York to 
San Francisco, back to New 
York, and back to San Fran- 
cisco. 

If the United States farm 
plant operated on the assem- 
bly line principle, a Niag- 
ara of farm products would 
come tumbling off the pro- 
duction line all through the 
year.

Mrs. T. B. Bryan and Mrs. 
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Sparks Takes Over 
As 43rd Governor 
Of Alabama 


Montgomery, Ala.— Fol- 
lowing a parade of the mil- 
itary might concentrated in 
Alabama, Chauncey Sparks 
Was inaugurated at noon 
Monday as the State’s 48rd 
Governor. 

While the incoming ad- 
ministration is the 45th in 
the State’s history, Sparks, 
first bachelor Governor in 
70 years, becomes the 48rd 
Governor, . 

Several thousand saw the 
parade and simple inaugu- 
ration, The usual pomp and 
ceremony were omitted at 
Sparks’ request because of 
wartime conditions. 

Combat units, aviation 
and prep school cadets, sev- 
eral bands and the Alabama 
State Guard participated in 
the parade, which filed past 
the Capitol reviewing stand 
for more than an hour. 

Sparks and outgoing Gov- 
ernor Frank M. Dixon rode 
at the head of the gigantic 
procession and stood with 
military leaders from all 
sections of the State to re- , 
view the martial parade. 

The grandstand built on 
the Capitol lawn was over- 
flowing and_ streets were 
lined with spectators. 

The 81st (Wildeat) Divi- 
sion from Camp Rucker 
sang its marching and the 
92nd Division from Fort Mc- 
Clellan sang its fighting 
song in passing the review- 
ing stand. 

Sparks took the oath of 
office from Chief Justice 
Lucien D. Gardner, and im- 
mediately a 19-gun salute 
to the Governor was fired 
by a Maxwell Field ord- 
nance unit with a 75 mm. 
cannon. 

As he took the oath, the 
Governor placed his hand 
on the Jefferson Davis Bi- 
ble, used by Alabama chief 
executives since 1853, choos- 
ing a verse from Ecclesias- 
tes 12:18: 

“Fear God and keep his 
commandments: fo r this is 
the whole duty of man.”
